W= have hoard within the last few days Chris-
tian gentlemen, men of known probity and sup-
Pposed intelligence, say, with the longest possible
fanes, that the dificulty at present agitating the
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Chureh is
conirary to the doctrines of the Gospol, snd
savors rather of the world, the flesh, and the
devil, than of Christisn charity. They desire
peace at every hazard, and would rather have
the cankering worm of treason hidden seourcly
beneath an outward semblance of verdancy, than
that the bough should be cut off and the
whole tree purified and saved. Some stales
man has  sald, “‘that whososver suorifiods
principles for peace deserves to lose both peace
and prinelples;” and we, therefore, welcome the
discussion at St, Louls as far prefersble to the
whited sepulebre which was ereoted by another
denominstion in our own city st lall. We
mean no invidions comparison, but frankly say
that the lssue had better be fought at once, and
the test ot loyalty applied, rather than the
Southern Synods should relurn as a tuvor and
forgiveness on their part, and an exhibition of
what a rare supply of the milk of human knd.
ness exists in thetr bosoms. Let ng rather
have an open, bold, bitter quarrel than o decep-
tive peace, whercin oil and water are sapposed
to mingle, and loyalty and disloyalty unite on
the basis of falsely called Christian charcity,
Holding these sentiments, therefore, we have
read the debate at the Genaral Assembly without
any of the morbid terror which seems to have
pervaded cortain Christian miods, We are glad
it haa ocourred, if there was any nenessity tor it,
and we are glad that the canse of freedom had
such an able advocate as Dr, TRoMAS, of Dayton,
Ohlo., We will briefly state the facts which led
to the discussion. The Synod of Louisyille
huve elected s delegate to the General Conyen-
tion a Dr. S8rvant Bopixsoxw, late of Canada, a
Istter, consistent, open, and unrepentant Rebel—
one who has always gloried in his treasow, and
does go to-day. The Synod was largely com
posed of returned Rebel chaplains, and by their
unjon with the sympatiizers defeated the Rev,
Ropent J. Bereogkivsimar, sud adopted u series of
ticasonable rezolutions, Dr, BRECEINRIDGE, with
all of the loyal minority in this synod, presented
# protest against the reception of Dr. Romxson,
and prayed tor the dissolution or relorm o! the
Loulsville Synod. The protesters number one
hundred and eleven mmsters of Kentueky, and
submit three propozitions, of which we give the
gist.
